I or legally; or as we would say. son-in 
| law* of Eli. By birth, Joseph was thi 
son of Jacob, as stated in Matthew 
1:10), while Joseph’s genealogy, as giv 
en by Matthew', traces also back to 
David through his son Solomon. (Mat 
thew* 1:0-10.) Joseph having accepted 
Mary as his wife, and adopted Jesus 
her son, as though He were his own 
son. this adoption would entitle Jesus 
to reckon Joseph’s genealogy; but such 
a tracing back to the family of David 
w’as not necessary, because His moth 
cr came also of David, bv another line 
Thus the seeming discrepancy is due 
to the fact that Luke gave Mary’s 
genealogy* while Matthew’ gives the 
genealogy of Joseph.

Gross earnings of all United States 


railroads 
making 
weekly 
reports 
show' a slight improvement for the 
first three w’eeks of September, the 
total amounting to $26,812,110, a gain 
of 0.3 per cent, as compared with the 
earnings of the same roads for the 
corresponding period a year ago. 
In the south and southwest a num­ 
ber of roads still report loss, w’hich 
is probably due to a smaller move­ 
ment of grain in those sections where 
the 
crops 
were 
damaged by the 
drouth of the, past season, but it is 
worthy of note that in every instance 
the falling off is very slight and is 
fully offset by gains on other roads 
in the same part of the country. 
In the south there are also several 
roads which make decreased returns, 
but most of the leading systems re­ 
port fairly satisfactory gains, so that 
the total is somewhat larger than last 
year. 
Among the railroads reporting ex­ 
pansion for the third week of the 
month are Buffalo, Rochester & Pitts­ 
burgh, Chicago, Indianapolis & Louis­ 
ville; Colorado & Southern, Southern.

Wage 
Increase

$18,000,000. 
It will c o s t‘th e eastern railroads 
nearly $18,000,000 more a year to op­ 
erate if they are compelled to grant 
the wage demands of their 80,000 
trainmen and conductors, it wras tes­ 
tified on behalf of the roads Monday 
before the federal arbitration board 
in New’ York. 
The increases asked for represent 
an increase of 21 per cent over the 
total wages now paid, according to 
John G. Walker, a vice president’s 
assistant of the Baltimore & Ohio. 
Double-heading, which means drawT- 
ing a train w’ith two locomotives, a 
practice which the men in presenting 
their case held to be an important 
factor in increasing the hazards of 
railroading, was introduced by coun­ 
sel for the roads. 
Seth Low-, chairman of the board, 
asked A. B. Garretson, representing 
the trainmen, whether the men would 
rather have double-heading abolished 
or have salary increases. 
"The men would prefer having dou­ 
ble-heading eliminated,” Mr. G arret­ 
son replied.
